The Kellogg-Briand Peace Pact and the Nine-Power

Other nations 
are obligated therefore to hait 
commercial transactions with the 
treaty-breaking nation, and at 
the same time are released from all 
their obligations to that power. 

In addition, the treaty vio- 
lator loses status as a belligerent 
power under international law, 
and therefore has no right of 
search or seizure upon the high 
seas. Other obligations stemming 
from the pact commonly accept- 
ed at the time the treaty was 
signed include shipment of war 
munitions to the nation victim of 
an aggression, and economic an 
financial sanctions against the ag- 
gressor power.

Kalinin Contrasts Vote 
In USSR to Other Nations 


(Wireless to the Daily Worker) 

LENINGRAD, Nov. 25.—Two hun- 
dred thousand people braved zero 
weather in Leningrad yesterday to 
hold an election rally in Uritsky 
Square for the “Grand Old Man” of 
the Soviet Union, Mikhail I. Kalinin, 
who is chairman of the Central Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the U.S. S. R. 

Kalinin, a veteran Petrograd rev- 
olutionary since the 1890's, spoke to 
the cheering crowd from a platform 
erected before the Winter Palace, 
which was stormed at the opening 
of the October Revolution 20 years 
ago. 

He graphically illustrated the vast 
difference between elections in the 
Soviet Union and the countries of 
bourgeois democracy. The Soviet 
election is a weapon for progress in 
the hands of the people of the U.S 
S.R., he declared in his speech. 

TELLS DIFFERENCES 

„ will tell you frankly,” Kalinin 
said, “that if an overwhelming ma- 
jority of our electors go to the polis 
many fascist bandid leaders will stop 


and think, 2 only is their 
army strong, but even greater power 
stands behind the army.’ We will 
show the whole world how great 
is the unity of the working masses 
and the Communist Party. 


“In bourgeois countries election 
campaigns take much less time than 
ours is taking. When the ruling 
classes of capitalist countries carry 
out an election campaign their only 
purpose is to get a majority and 
gain seats in Parliament. The 
bourgeois parties do not care what 
trickery they use. Their only pur- 
pose is to overwhelm the working 
people and win the elections.

It’s Time for the People 
To Counter- Attack 


» Big Business is trying to bring back the 
lean days of the Tory Herbert Hoover—when 
the spectre of hunger and breadlines haunted 
the doors of the American people. 


In its drive to sabotage recovery, it has 
set in motion a cold brutal campaign of mass 
layoffs which is spreading starvation and 
want throughout the land. 


The Chrysler Corporation announced yes- 
terday that it had laid off 10,000 of its 55,000 
workers in its Detroit plants. 

The same thing has happened to 200,000 
steel workers who have been placed on what 
the reactionary open shoppers call, “fur- 
loughs.” Meantime more than a half mil- 
lion other steel workers have been put on a 
“stagger-the-work” schedule — a system 
which brings the threat of starvation and 
evictions closer to their doors. 

In all, more than a million workers have 
been laid off since the Economic Royalists 
began their hunger-drive against the people 
last September, while another million have 
been placed on “part-time” work. 

And never have the profits of the Liberty 
Leaguers, the titans of finance, the indus- 
trial magnates, reached such dizzy heights! 

This sinister conspiracy of Big Business 
already gathering momentum—can be an- 
swered only by a determined counter- drive of 
labor and the American people in defense of 
their interests and well-being. 


This means that the organized and dis- 
ciplined strength of the people must see that 
Congress does not yield to the Vandenbergs, 
the Liberty Leaguers and the Wall Street 
pirates, but adopts a program which will 
meet the crying needs of America’s one-third 
ill-elothed, ill-fed and ill-housed. 

Such a progressive program was adopted 
at the recent Atlantic City convention of the 
CIO, which called for the enactment of wages 
and hours legislation, immediate aid to the 
farmers, and other social legislation which 
the Liberty Leaguers are out to kill.

It is hecessary to keep the fundamental issues in 
view so that surface diplomatic maneuvers do not con- 
fuse the central picture. 

Lord Halifax did not go to Berlin to find out what 
Hitler wanted. We learn from the Manchester Guar- 
dian now that Chamberlain had a document before 
him previous to Halifax's departure containing all the 
particulars. Halifax was sent to ascertain whether 
Hitler wasn’t more pliable. The surprise was the fact 
that Hitler would not budge a milimeter, temporarily 
embarrassing Chamberlain's schemes. 

Here is what Hitler insisted on before, during and 
after the Halifax visit: 


(1) Germany to be backed as intermediary be- 
tween China and Japan, in return for which she 
was to get her first colonial concessions at China's 
expense. 

(2) Britain to recognize Franco as dictator of 
Spain. 

(3) Czechoslovakia to be cut up inte Cantons, 
the Nazis to get the German Sudeten regions, the 
other cantons ultimately to fall under the aegis of 
Berlin. 


(4) Britain to put no obstacles in the way of 
Hitler’s grabbing of Austria. 


(5) Britain to remodel the League of Nations to 
suit the Nazis. 


(6) Former German colonies In Africa to be re- 
turned to the Nazis at the end of six years. 


Chamberlain and his pro-Fascist crew did not and 
still do not disagree with these aims of Fascism. 

The biyntness and persistency of the Nazi demands, 
however, limited Chamberlain's possibility of maneu- 
vering to put Hitler’s aims over peacemeal. 


The British Tories have a larger scheme of inter- 
national intrigue. It now turns out that Chamber- 
lain's recent enthusiasm for an Anglo-American trade 
agreement is part of the broader plan looking toward 
an understanding with Hitler and Mussgiini. 


Chamberlain's ambition with regard to the United 
States includes the following: 


(1) Conclusion of an agreement with Hitler, 
Mussolini and Franco simultaneously with the con- 
summation of an Anglo-American commercial treaty. 


(2 Settlement of outstanding issues with the 
United States, even going so far as coming to terms 
on war debt payments, in an attempt to create favor- 
able public opinion for Tory encouragement to the 
Fascists, 


(3) On this basis to reform the League of Nations 
around a reactionary core. 


(4) Absorbing the Rome-Berlin-Tokio axis into 
a larger, better concealed, more powerful anti-demo- 
cratic and anti-Soviet front.

They are: (1) The Franco-Soviet mutual assistance

He was not a well-known leader, 
but just the swellest Jimmy Higgins we could know. 

Al Finkle has a lesson to give, an inspiration to the 
world. He's silent now. but he should be heard and 
remembered. 

I wish to appeal to the comrades from the former 
Port Authority unit of the WPA Artists Unit, with 
which Al was connected to get together once more and 
start a memorial for Al Finkle, to continue what he so 
nobly devoted everything to.
